John S. Eiker. well known resi­ 
dent of Liberty township, returned 


to lits home .several days ago from an 
ell,lit 
months' visit 
in .San 
Juan 


county, Utah, where he was the guest, 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ross Musselman. 
Liker and Mussulman motored from 
Monticello, Utah, to Fairfield, a dis­ 
ta n c e of 2.400 miles, in six days. 
A large collection of Indian relics 
was .secured during the visit and 
may be seen with Liker s collection, 
already claimed to be one of the 
finest private collections in P en n ­ 
sylvania 
Included in the list of 
relics are a Ute Indian 
medicine 
basket or several colors; 
a number 
of pieces of Indian pottery; a large 
assortm ent 
of 
arrowheads; 
bead 
work; a hominy stone or corn grin d ­ 
er and scores of other products of 
Indian handiwork and trinkets, 
He also has on display a steel 
spearhead presented to him by an 
Indian. 
The spearhead was picked 
up on the desert, and is believed to 
be oi Spanish make and probably 
dropped by one of Coronado's m en ut 
tilt* time of that Spanish explorer s 
expedition 
through 
southwestern 
United States. 
V isited I n d ia n s 
O ther items include a num ber of 
pieces of pottej-y. an otter skin m ed­ 
icine bag, rounded stones used to kill 
game, a hum an skull and a number 
of ofhui 
hum an bones secured bv 
Liker in per xjuml excavations of por­ 
tions of tile ancient clin dwellers’ 
habitations, dating back in all prob­ 
ability several centuries B C. 
He visited, with Mu. Selman, sev­ 
eral tribes of Indians on their reser­ 
vations: 
namely, the Navajo. Ute 
and Hopi Indians, several hundred 
miles from the Musselman home and 
also hunted deer, coyotes and jack 
rabbits. 
O ther kinds of gam e found 
there are m ountain 
lions, grizzly 
bears and wolves. 
On another expedition they visited 
the great natural bridge.* in southern 
Utah, which include some of the 
largest in the world. O ne pet: some 
idea of the vastness of the western 
country when informed

range land with only a comparatively 
few acres under cultivation.

Another feature of the en tertain ­ 
ment is a 500-mil'* pack-horse trip 
through unm apped country on which 
about 60 .saddle and pack horses aie 
used. 
These visits are designed not 
only for entertainm ent, but for their 
educational value also and for phys­ 
ical benefit. 
Ross Musselman also 
has piloted hunting parties in h u n t­ 
ing season and two archeological ex­ 
peditions into two sections of Utah 
and Colorado for the puropse of ex­ 
ploring an d excavating the remains 
of the cliff dwellers’ villages. 
Roy 
Musselman. the elder brothel', spends 
most of the year trapping mountain 
lion and wolf, usually in the em ­ 
ploy of cattlem en s associations for 
the protection of their herds of c a t­ 
tle and sheep. 
He trapped a very 
large wolf a few years ago after a 
six m o n th s’ hunt. 
The anim al had 
been particularly destructive of live 
stock. 
Tile cattlem en estimated th a t this 
one wolf had killed an average of 
one cow or steer a day for six years. 
Til addition to hts other collections, 
Eiker brought with him several live 
horned toads.
